Mr. Chairman, Honored Guests, Members of 
the Staff and Fellow Grads’ Class of 1970. 

In September of 1967 as Canada entered its 
second century, we as Frosh entered Jasper Place 
Composite High School. Canada exuded confi- 
dence whilst we approached with fear and trep- 
idation. However, the second day welcomed us 
to our already chosen executive under President 
Randy Clark — the computor, however, personally 
fouled me up, as | found myself in Boy’s Physical 
Education 10 instead of English 10.

A FORSYTHE metre sprinter! Due to the overexuberance of the 
seniors during hazing, the week was shortened 
considerably. Red, white and black scarfs were 
sported for the entire week, however. Festivities 
wound up with Kangaroo court followed by a 
dance to welcome us newcomers. Mr. Sawchuk, 
our principal at the time, was also a frosh “stolen 
from Ross Sheppard” — he knew the “Greatest 
School in North America!” 

There were over eight hundred frosh out of 
a twenty-one hundred school body, just over a 
third, and such a large force whose energies 
had to be restrained.

the tinsel tarnished whilst we still found it all 
a-glitter. 

We dedicated a Time Capsule or Cairn con- 
taining artifacts from our school life in 1967. Lt. 
PATRICIA BACON LOIS ARNASON Governor Grant McEwan presided over the cere- 
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monies which we understood were very impres- 
sive; but due to such a large student body we 
were allowed to send oniy a small representation, 
the Rebe! Band and tne Students’ Union. 


The Cairn is to ke opened in 1992 — so mark 
your calendar for a :cunion at that date. 

Upon the conci'sion of Grade Ten final 
exams we breathed a sigh of relief, and prepared 
ourselves for another year of Grade Ten! 


_ _We returned to Jasper Place Composite High 
in September of ’68 under the guidance of Presi- 
dent Randy Miller. Mattire, confident and best of 
all, fun-loving sophmores, we became aware of 
the timid frosh, bringing back some bitter-sweet 
memories. We now had increased our student 
body to twenty-four hundred when we actually 
had a canacity for eighteen hundred — over- 
crowding produces some interesting situations! 

A brand new concept in education was intro- 
duced, “The Semester System”, and we were the 
guinea pigs. Now we had four eighty minute 
classes a day with final exams in January and 
June. So now we experienced small nervous 
breakdowns twice a year. The “Greatest School in 
North America” triumphed again, not only the 
semesier system was introduced successfully, but 
also an open campus prevailed. Emphasis was 
placed upon the student, rather than the teacher; 
unfortunately it was a shock to the nervous sys- 
tems of many students conditioned to a more 
restricted atmosphere. The overcrowded class- 
rooms disappeared as if by magic, as numbers 
radically increased in the halls and cafeteria. 

At that time a smoking room was petitioned 
for and a compromise was reached by allowing 
use of the Inner Courtyards. The staff with their 
progressive attitudes allowed freedom of dress, 
within reason, much to the delight of the students. 

For the first time in several years, the teach- 
ers won The Black Cup, and Jasper Place Comp- 
osite High made a clean sweep in her athletic 
endeavors. City Champions in Junior and Senior 
Football, Junior Volleyball, Senior Basketball, 
Wrestling and Swimming, etc., and Dr. Keeler, our 
former principal, was nominated for J.P.C.H.S.’s 
Hall of Fame — J.P. to the forefront again! 

Bobby Gimby visited us, and we had over a 
thousana students attend the assembly held in 
the arena. He greeted the students in his Pied 
Piper costume with a fanfare from his bejewelled 
trumpet. In appreciation he was awarded an en- 
graved silver tray, which doubled as a birthday 

ift. 

Our Halloween dance was a record success 
and even Mr. Sawchuk’s house was visited by 
the Great Pumpkin! 

A record number of students attended a 
special assembly when Jasper Place Composite 
High School paid a well-earned tribute to a great 
man, Mr. Sawchuk, who we hope still has a warm 
spot in his heart for J.P. 

At Christmas time, door decorating competi- 
tions and study times radically interferred with 
our “Visions of Sugar Plums”. 
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The beginning of a new semester brought 
a fresh new lift to the school, as various activities 
such as “Can Can” clamoured for attention. 
Spring sprung with its new crop of minis pre- 
vading the halls with shape and color — and 
with a minimum of efficiency and a maximum of 
grumbles we bluffed our way through the final 
one hundred yards of our sophmore year. 


At last we are in Grade Twelve welcomed 
by our new principal, Mr. Meyer, and under the 
leadership of our Students’ Union President, Ted 
Shaw, who was elected the previous semester. 
As ego inflated seniors we cast a practised eye 
on the shivering frosh held up for auction, but 
we were quickly squelched when dire rumbles 
declared only one hundred days before depart- 
mentals. Consequently the emphasis was on 
studies with only the occasional welcome break 
of social activity. 

The Tower was to have been completed this 
semester but the latest bulletin however, -has 
increased the time period until September, 1970. 

With the first hint of frost in the air, hemlines 
plunged and maxicoats were seen in abundance. 


Thanks to our Super Heroes, we again 
triumphed over our inferior opponents on the 
football field and basketball court. 


Looking back over the highlights of the past 
year these things come to mind: 


1. A new student party was formed — The Stu- 
dents for a Democratic High School. 


2. The first automobile sale in the main rotunda. 

3. Cancellation of tne year plays, “Stardust” and 
“Groovy Guru” due to illness of the drama 
director. 

4. Mr. Meyer, our principal, began planning for a 
new house system for the school. 

5. An assembly committee was created by the 
Students’ Union, and the assemblies began to 
take on a new look such as entertainment by 
the Patmacs. 

6. C.A.P.H.E.R. was won by the Senior Rebels for 
the second successive year. 

7. Honorable mention was made for our debating 
team at the Canadian National Debating Tour- 
nament. Special mention was made for our own 
Arnd Bohm. 

8. Rebel Band was first in Canada and fourth 
in North America at the band competitions held 
in Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan last year. 

9. Last but not least, a bouquet for Mr. Holmes, 
Mr. Bibby, Mr. Meyer, Mr. Sawchuk, Mrs. Neil- 
son and the rest of the staff from our three 
years. 

Pressure is increasing as sleep - hungry 
seniors are cramming for the coming onslaught 
of examinations. But reviewing the last three 
years, there have been many highlights and a few 
lowpoints. We will always treasure the highlights 
and hopefully learn from the others. We've enjoy- 
ed these years, and with the “Dawning of the 
Age of Aquarius” we approach our future with 
good humour, refinement, humanity and idealism.

This year’s Yearbook has over two tons of 
paper, 20 Ibs. of ink, 50 Ibs. of glue, 6 gallons of 
water, nearly a mile of binding tape, three quarters 
of a mile of staples, 500 sheets of film, 80 printing 
plates, 5,000 negatives, and 150,000 separate printing 
impressions. 

It is the combined effort of 35 Graphic Arts 
students who have spent hundreds of hours in its 
production. In the cover alone there are 577 man 
hours of time. 

The yearbook is set in a sans serif gothic type, 
printed on a 70 Ib. basis offset book paper. The 
dividers were “crayoned” by graduates of the 
“Crayoning 22” class who used their imaginations 
to their fullest capacity. These dividers are printed 
on an 80 Ib. basis highlight offset. 

The cover is a leatherette finish with flourescent 
day-glo ink and an imitation gold imprint.
